adopted an orphan baby, believing it 
might work the miracle. It did not. - 
The reading of the pleading letter 
sent by the wife of Trotter which de- 
tailed the beauty of the child and her 
hopes for the future with the baby's 
hands the binding tie, and the res- 
ponse sent by the evangelist, assail- 
ing the foster mother, brought tears 
to the eyes of Mrs. Trotter. 
Trotter's letter to his wife was most 
bitter. It read in part: "Glad to know 
you have a baby a year old. How 
much nicer a year-old baby is than 
a little green one. But it is too late 
You and the baby can do whta. you 
please." 
Not until late In 1918 did any of 


Mrs. Trotter's letters refer to any thing 
other than love for her husband. In 
October, 1918, however, Trotter re- 
ceived a letter from his wife embody- 
ing such pleas: "Be the big man that 
you shoull.
